In 1614, Louis XIV. issued still another de- 
cree, announcing that no further applications 
for patents of nobility based on descent from 
Joan of Are's parents would be granted and 
that the privilege originally conceded by 
Charles VII. in 1429 wae thereby terminated. 

Since this decree of Louls XIV., nearly 300 
years ago, there has been an extraordinary 
decline in the number of the bone fide de- 

ndants of Joan of Are’s parents: a decline 
t@ which the extinction through massacre, 
emigration, and ruin of so many noble fam- 
lies in the great revolution of 1798 has no 
doubt contributed. 

In fact, today there are barely twenty fam- 
ilies left that can show a perfectly authentic 
descent, but only in the female line, from the 
parents of the Maid of Orleans, among them 
the Melcions d' Are, who are as such entitled 
to bear the arms granted to her by King 
Charles VII., near 500 years ago. 

The arms show, on a blue shield, a perpen- 
dicular sword of silver, pointed upward. The 
point supports the gold crown of France, and 
the hilt of the sword also is of gold. The 
sword is flanked on either side by the gold 
heraldic lily of France. The crest shows a 
picture of the Maid of Orleans, her loosened 
and flowing hair surmounted by a golden 
crown.

The first man I met worked three years in a 
saloon at Halsted and Taylor streets.

We returned to the street. News having 
spread that a stranger from Chicago was in 
town, a crowd gathered around, chiefly of wom- 
en and children, all. my friend said, with 
father or husband in America.

Board Will Not Stop Ad- 
vaneé in All Tariffs. 


‘WIRE APPEAL TO TAFT. 


Point to His Agreement with 
Roads That Raise Should 
-. Await Investigation. 


Chicago shippers are exercised by reports 
from ashin. that the Interstate com- 
meree commission ie ‘to suspend all rate 
advances filed by the roads, but only those 
that appear to be unwarranted on a prima 
fiacie showing, and because the railroads 
have made settlements of rate advances with 
the packages out of court.“ 

Ureing that the roads are acting unfairly, 
Gecretary John M. Glenn of the Hiinols Manu- 
tacturert association yesterday sent out a 
plea to the members, urging them to write 
or wire at once to President Taft asking 
him to use his influence to the end that 
the agreement made with the raliroads to 
withdraw their tariffs pending a thorough In- 
vestigation be Nterally carried out. 

“Every shipper is interested in having 
the freight rate controversy settled in ac- 
cordance with the agreement President Taft 
made with the railroad presidents that they 
withdraw their new submit the ques- 
tion of advances to the interstate commerce 
commission and assume the burden of show- 
ing that the advances asked were warrant. 
ed“ says Mr. Glenn in the circular.

HAVE A COUNTER SCHEME. 


| Sharp New York Real Estate Men Also 
Receive Censure. 


New York, July 8.—[{Special.)—National 
bank examiners have information of the do- 
ings of some real estate operators and other 
speculative financiers in New York who are 
buying up country banks witb the intention 
of using the capital of rural depositors to 
further queer operations hereabouts. The 
examiners will not say precisely what they 
are going to do about it, but hint that unless 
the men who are speculating with other per- 
sons’ money do not stop there will be a 
number of arrests. - 

Along with the schemes to divert the cap- 
ital of country banks into wildcat enter- 
prises, the examiners say there are other 
plans to make a given amount of capital do 
4 double purpose by means of concealing the 
loans of any bank. Lawrence O. Murray, 
controller of currency, has devised a method 
of checking this abuse which he thinks will 
be effective. The change involves a different 
system of making out reports of condition 
from that now in use. 

These matters were discussed at a meeting 
of the national bank ¢xaminers which has 
beer in session this week at the custom house.

New York, July 8.—[Special.]—A defense of 
Edwin Hawley, published today by a Wall 
street news bureau friendly to him, umme 
diately was seized upon in the financial dis- 
trict as a direct reply to many reports re- 
garding an attack upon Hawley by financial 
Interests opposed to him in the railroad 
world. While the comment published is at- 
tributed to friends of Hawley, it is looked 
upon in Wall street as practically his own re- 
tort to those he said had been singling him 
out as an object of attack on the stock mar- 
ket. 

The published defense of Hawiey in part is 
as foliows: 

“ During a recent break in the stock mar- 
ket, which carried down sharply the stock. of 
the Chicago and Alton, and Toledo and gt. 
Louis Western, the street heard nearly every 
day of powerful interests seeking to accom- 
plish Hawley’s financial ruin. It may be 
stated as a fact that no such effort was made. 
Speculators who have not been as fortunate 
as Hawley in the accumulation of money and 
the establishment of position in the railroad 
and financial world have set on foot all sorts 
of unpleasant rumors. 

“Instead of the large interests being op- 
posed to Hawley, it isa matter of record most 
of them in this city are financially interested 
in one or more of the companies in which he la 
regarded as a dominant factor.
